Frank Visage View-Master Artist

Frank Visage, to my knowledge, is only credited on a few packets, but he worked on practically 
all dioramas during his time at View-Master. His genius was his model making ability to create exact 
scale replicas of objects. According to Wolfgang Sell he created the ghosthouse in “Casper Ghostland”, 
and the Temple of Diana and the pyramids in “Wonders of the World”. Sadly the ghosthouse went to 
the dump, despite attempts by Wolfgang to buy it. He also worked on the Hanging Gardens. He created 
Independence hall in “The Revolutionary War”. He created the Steamboat in ‘The Rescuers” and the 
catapult in “Roadrunner”. He created fding cabinets and chairs in “Superman” as well as chairs in 
“Goldilocks and the Three Bears.” From a picture it is presumed he created the tricycle in “Holly 
Hobbie”. Soo many small objects can be attributed to him, some of which are not very noticeable. 
Wolfgang said he created the knife in Tarzan and also worked on the dioramas. “Project Apollo”, his 
favorite packet, had him creating rockets, buildings, and control panels from NASA specifications. 

He started at View-Master in 1962 and retired in 1975 in Portland where he made custom 
dollhouses for Barbies.
